HOLDS.UP PROGRESS 


+ Chamber of Commerce. To Call 
A Meeting To Consider 
Drainage 


Disclosure was made at a meeting of 
the West Palm Beach Chamber of 
Commerce last week 
glades Drainage District’ lacks ready 
money to do necessary work of- drain- 
age, ample credit .will be extended the 
drainage district commissioners. a 
result of a statement made by W. J. 
Corners and others, the Chamber of 
Commerce took a form of action that is 
stated in the following report from the 
Palm Beach Times: 

The Palm Beach “Times of Friday 
gave the following report of the meet- 
ing: ` 
. "That the entire Everglades section 
is er. great losses because of high 
water conditions which still prevail as 
the result of the flood a month ago. 
and that the damage is the result. of 
negligence: and a faulty policy of the 
Present state administration, was the 
report made to the Chamber of Co: 
merce directors, by W, J. Conners, mil- 
lionaire Glades developer. 

_ "Never since the flood has the, ser- 
iousness of the Everglades condition 
been brought so forcibly to the attcn- 
tion of local people, as it was 

ed by Mr, Conners and the 

his corporation, W. L. McGriff. 

"The situation is hot without possi- 
bility of quick remedy, however, Mr. 
Convers told the Chamber of Commerce 
dicectors. Relief tan be obtained 
quiekly, he said, if sufficient pressure 
is brought tọ hear on Governor Cary 
A. Hardee and his assistants to cause 
them to. change their present policy of 
dealing with the Everglades drainage 

ems. 

“Acting on Mr. Conners’ suggesti 
Ahe directors appointed DY G. Binion 
and H. E. Robinson, president and sec; 
retary respectively, as a special cont- 
mittee, to organize the cities of south 
Florida into a permanent body, for the 
immediate investigation of the Ever- 
glades situation, and for the present- 
ment of recommendations for relief. to 
the state officials. 

“According to Mr. Conners, Lake 
Okeechobee today is higher than at any 
time since: the flood, for although the 
drainage into the lake is not»so rapid 
as it was a month ago, the drainage 
canals intended to remove water from 
the lake are not functiohing as they 
should. 

“St. Lucie canal, intended to be the 
most important of the drainage water- 
ways, is discharging at only about. 20 
per cent of its capacity, Mr. Conners 
Said- Nearly 2,000,000 cubic yards of 
sand was washed into ‘this cànal dur- 
jng the heavy rains of October. ? 

"At the present rate in which work 
is being done by. contractors uüder 
® state supervision it will be nearly a 
year béfore adequate drainage woul 
be reestablished. 

“Snch delay is unnecessary, however, 
Mr.+Conners said. The present slow- 
ness of work is caused by the alleged 
refusal of Governor Hardee to permit 
more than $75,000 per month to be spent 
‘on the St. Lucie canal project. It was 
stated that the governor is intent upon 
this policy, because of a personal am- 
bition to go out of office on January 4 
without any newly ckeated debts, Mr. 
“Conners pointed out, however, that the 
dafmage being done because of a $75,- 
000 per month expenditure drags the 
work along so slowly, is saddling a 
debt on the next administration, many 
times greater than the debt would be 
if the work were done at once. 1 

"The Arundel Corporation, dredging 
contractors. who are doing the dredg- 
ing of the St. Lucie canal, have receiv- 
ed order from the státe department, not 
to do more than $75,000 worth of work 
each mont! . Congers states.” The 
comgamy is willing to de more work 
and js anxious to work three shifts a 
day on the project, if possible, and will 
even agree to carry the additional’ costs 
on their credit books, if the state will 
permit it. 

"This was done once before, for 
short time, by the Arundel company. 

“Mr. Conners and Mr. McGriff told

that if the Arundel corporation’ ‘could 
proceed with their’ work as rapidly as 
the corporation is able and willing to 
do, even though the state withholds’ tbe

"Incculation Will Eradicate ‘The 
“Bald” Spots In Land; 
*. Method Advised 


If the overflow water which has stood 
on some land «in the Everglades since 
ihe first week in October, a period of 
nearly two months, has killed soil bac- 
teria, which is necessary to the produc- 
tion of satisfactory crops, the soil can 
be reimpregnated by a method stated by 
R. E. Rose, state chemist. The method 
is to-use stable manure. 

Mr. Rose advised the use of stable 
manure for this purpose in a pamphlet 
he prepared for the Florida department 
of agriculture in 1922. The. method he 


advised is endorsed by R. A. Conkling, 
“the farm demonstration agent for Palm 
Beach county, and by other good prac- 
tical farmers. The Everglades News 
recommends that farmers in the Glades 
read carefully the folowing quoted 
paragraphs from Mr. Rose's pamphlet 
and use the method in all cases where 
water has stagnated: — . 

“Tt has long been well known in Flor- 
ida and other states where swamp and 
overflowed lands, generally muck, marl 
or prairierlands covered with water, 
on which no growth was found except 
aquatic core (saw grass, flags, lily 
pads, sphagnum, rushes, and similar 
aquatic or swamp growth), which had 
recently. been imperfectly drained, or 
temporarily overflowed, that frequent 
failures occurred in . producing satis- 
factory crops, though large applications 
of commercial fertilizers were made. 
This condition applied to lands recent- | 
ly, imperfectly drained, that had been 
peace, covered with water six 
inches to two feet deep; and also „t0 
Yonds periddicany  sugiMérgeu during 
the rainy seasons for six weeks to two 
wsonths or more, though large applica- 
tions of commercial fertilizers were 
made, satisfactor, ps were not ob- 
tained.

The added 
stable manure had introduced living 
bacteria, themselves microscopic plants, 
millions of which are tontained in the 
most minute particle of stable manure. 
‘These necessary bacteria are similar to 
“yeast” and are necessary in all fertile 
‘and productive Soil, to-prepare avail- 


all properly drained and cultivate 

-^ “There are numerous "bald spots" or 
unproductive areas in Florida and other 
states, particularly in the humid re- 
gions, where such areas are found, This 
is generally caused by lack of drainage, 

*« sour or acid soil, in which bacteria 
does not thrive, or lands subject to tem- 
porary overflow for a time, suficient to 
drown the bacteria, and also the cul- 
tivated crops. 

“A temporary "Ireshet; does no mater- 
jal damage, but stagnant water, par- 
ticularly under the heat of a summer 
sun, will certainly destroy all bacteria 
hecessary in productive soil, 

“One-of the most effective and eco- 
nomical methods of introducing bac- 
teria quickly is to apply a thin dressing 
of stáble manure on properly drained 
$oil, in which both water and air can 
freely circulate. These conditions ap- 
ply not only to the Everglades and 
other muck sois; but also in many 
thousands of acres of our tflat woods 

+ and prairie ‘soils, wonderfully produc- 
tive when properly drained; sadly dis- 
appointing when not so drained, thus 
allowing the circulation of those two 
life-giving elements—water ahd air 
required in all'productive soils; without 
which all plant or animal life perishes.”

WHAT ARE GOOD 
SEED POTATO 


By L. O. Gratz, Assistant Plant 
Patholpgist 

William Stuart, horticulturist of the 
United States Department of: Agricul- 
ture, whose work is to improve the po- 
tato, defines good seed potatoes as 
"stock that is pure with respect-to the 
variety; that has been produced under 
favorable climatic conditions; that is 
somewhat immature, reasonably 'uni- 
form in size and shape, and firm and 
sound, with the first sprouts beginning 
to develop at planting time.” “This is 
what the Florida grower must plant ii 
Me is to céntinue profitable potat» 
growing. 

How can he obtain such seed stock? 
Certainly not by buying "just potatoes." 
Potatoes bought blindly are usually not 
pure as.to variety. There is no assur- 
ance that they were produced by heal- 
thy, vigorous, heavy-yielding plants, 
even though their general apptarance 
may “be perfect. Uniformity `of size 
and shape does not guarantee disease- 
free stock. 

All seed potato-producing states are 
following some definite plan of im- 
provement. The ficlds to be used for 
seed must be planted with practically 
disease-free stock. The¥ are carefull 
watched g the growing Season by 
men familjar- with vine diseases, who 
make accukate estimates of the actual 
amount of disease present. The grow- 
ers are informed early of the condition 
of their fields." ‘They are taught which 
‘of the plants are diseased, aid are in- 
structed to remove them in order to 
f'cvent Further infection by insccrs 
other carriers of the organisms which 
cause the diseases. A later field in- 
spection or two is made to ascertain 
if the diseased plants haye been remov- 
ed and if there has been further disease 
development. If the percentage of dis- 
eased plants at these field mspections 
is gener than the standard set (always 
a low percentage) by the bureau of 
seed improvement, such fields are de- 
clared unfit for seed purposes. 

Most of thes LT i: 
detected during these fie ions: 
Among them, and pre ably coupon 
injurious, are "^e degenerative vine dis- 
cases SY"4.a8 spindle tuber, mosaic and 
lex{-roll. These are very evident in 
the field, but cannot be picked out ‘in 
the bin, According to Bulletin 316 of 
the: Maine . Agricultufal Experiment 
Station, it has been experimentally de- 
termined.that in Maine these three dis- 
eases alone are responsible for a gross 
loss in yield of 10,per cent; or, for 
every Sü'acres planted*$ acres are a 
total. loss becausc of spindle tuber, 
masaic and leaf-roll, The plants them- 
selves may still be there giving the 
field a perfect stand. However, the de- 
crease in yield is so uniformly scatteréd 
over the entire field that even a heavy 
loss may not be evident to the grower. 

Potatoes harvested from those fields 
which have not been disqualified are 
again observed in the bin, or at ship- 
ping time, or both. They are inspected 
for tuber discases, uniformity of.size 
and shape. cuts.and bruises, and ap- 
pearance in general.. If they conform 
with the standard now, the offi 
state tag is placed on each con 
This is a guarantee that the condition 
of the fields was observed throughout 
the entire season, or for several sea- 
sons, that the tubers” are practically 
disease-free, and, therefore, are fit for 
seed potatoes 

Repeated inspections of every plant 
in the field and the removal of the dis- 
eased plants and tubers several. times 
during the season makes such seed po- 
tatoes more expensive. No breeder 
cattle would start his herd with ani- 
mals other than those which have good 


er in Florida can afford gq start prob- 
ably his only crop for th} year “with 
anything but the best of seed stock. Jt 
would scem false economy to suffer a 
10 per cent loss, or more, rather than 
pay even a dollar a bag more, or five 
dollars an acre’more, for better seed. 
An increase in yield of only a barrel 
or two of marketable potatoes would
